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On 30 Ostoaber 1947, Polish tropa occupied the Oderpolde, i.a, the area 
between the East Oder and tha Vest Oder fran Piddichow toga) to Stottin 
(Q-55). This was reported in Novambor 1947 ty the Inland Yaterwys office 
at Frankfurt/Oder to the German Contral Administration for Transport. 

Dr. Lobmayer protested to the SA on behal? of the Shipping Directora © 
(Qeneraldirektion Schiffahrt) and pointed out that accordiny to the Pota- 
dam Agreement the ridile of the East Oder (or Stremedor) was the new 
frontier between Gerrany and Poland, and that the Shromeder belonged to 
the German inland waterways system. German inland s»adterways transport 
was hindered by this breach of the Potsdam Agreerent. Responsible 3A 
officials replied that thay regretted this fact ort could do nothin: about 
it. At the same time they pointed out that German inland waterway trano- 
port bad thus far not been interfered with. — 


The town of Schwedt (2-31), north of Rustrin (¥-66) on the western bank 
of the Oder, was occupied by Polish troops during December 1947. Most 
farman civilians have lef. the town. Anti-tank ditches ware bein’ dus 
to the north, wast, and south of Scmsdt durin’ Jamary 1948. Similar 
ditches are beine dug aronnd the ozatern outslirts of Frankfurt/Oder, 
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
